(54) FREQUENCY 
ADJUSTMENT METHOD 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To improve the yield and 
the operating rate of a trimming 
device by forming a trimming 
electrode in a loop or a large area, 
trimming the electrode with two 
parallel trimming lines or trimming 
the center of the electrode in a square 
form. 

CONSTITUTION: When external 
connection terminals 11, 12 are 
connected to a prescribed external 
terminal, a coil electrode layer 1 
works like a coil and a shield 
electrode layer 4, a counter electrode 
6 and a trimming electrode 8 form a 
capacitance with the shield electrode 
layer 4 respectively. When the 
electrode 8 is trimmed, the 
capacitance is changed to adjust the 
frequency. For example, the length L 
of the electrode part 8a including 
trimming positions A, B is set to a 
size including a position error 1 or 
over caused when a resonator is set to 
the trimming position in advance. 
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Moreover, the width W of the 
electrode 8a is kept constant. Thus, 
§ven when the position A is deviated 
by an error of the trimming device, 
the length between the A and B is 
kept constant. 
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
